HARRISBl'RG, Sept. IO -Governor 
Earle, by disrupting the State Council 
of Education, has thrown the whole 
public school system of Pennsylvania 
into politics. 
The 
Democratic 
party 
leaders 
thought so little of the schools that 
they did not once mention them in the 
platform on which Earle was elected 
Since E arle’s election 
the schools 
have constantly been in hot w ater at 
Harrisburg, despite repeated 
asson­ 
ances of good intentions made by At­ 
torney General Charles J. Margiotti 
and the Governor himself, on occasion 
The Governor rn his ti rat budget set 
up an appropriation for school pur­ 
poses which the Stat*- Education Asso­ 
ciation protested vigorously was $6,- 
062,418.75 less than had been appro­ 
priated by the previous 
Republican 
Legislature The Association, in a spe­ 
cial bulletin, warned the school 
di­ 
rectors of the State, that "an analysis 
of the educational items of the budget 
reveals that the amounts provided are 
not sufficient to carry on the present 
standards of our public school 
pro­ 
gram .” 


T hat’s 
the 
way 
Governor 
Earle 
started, and th at’s the way he has con­ 
tinued. For example, the State's only 
institution of higher education, Penn­ 
sylvania State College, had no procure 
restoration of the Governor’s appropri­ 
ation reductions 
which 
would have 
well nigh put it 
out of business 
through appeal to interested legislators 
of both parties 
The Governor never 
has paid more than lip service to the 
schools. And now he has appointed to 
the Council 
of 
Education 
S. 
Corry 
Laucks, who is what President Roose­ 
velt calls an "economic royalist,” be­ 
ing one of the very wealthy m anufac­ 
turers of York county aud political 
henchman for Earle in that district. 
Dr. Lester K. Ade. State Superintend 
ent of Public Instruction, despite re ­ 
peated efforts to present his Depart­ 
ment from being entirely swamped by 
politics and his own reputation as an 
educator seriously damaged, has been 
compelled to yield to the demands of 
Guffey and Lawrence thai he turn the 
whole education system over to them 
as an asset to ihe New Deal machine. 
So hopeless is the situation in which 
Ade finds himself that months ago he 
applied for another posi outside tin 
State service, and would accept it if 
elected. 
The morale of the Department is at 
low ebb. Nobody knows what tile m or­ 
row may bring. Many of the best men 
in the service have been dismissed. 
More headed for tin* toboggan. Tin 
Governor’s removal of the able and ex­ 
perienced members of tin* State (bum 
cli of Education will put the Guffey 
machine into full and complete control

Earle’s action is regarded by man} 
as his deliberate reply to Governoi 
Landon's plea for greater freedom in 
the schools.

Mrs. Alice F. Kiernan, of Phiiadel 
ph.'H, is a pioneer in the Buren t-Teai li­ 
er movement and im given credit for 
having done m ore than any one per­ 
son in the whole country to bring th*' 
parents of pupils and school teachers
